The  resemhliiire  to  ••  Iheiia  '  «l  ■  hernia  '  lllihernia,  lerne,  l':rin)  has  not  escaped 
notice.  The  epoiiyiiious  an<  estor  ol  ih.-  race  lias  likewise  a  va.iety  ol  names,  lleher,  Elifr, 
Kmer,  ler,  Ir  (as  i:i  Ireland)  and  Er  (a  name  whi.  h  occurs  in  I'lato,  thoui,'h  in  a  dillereut 
connection).^ 

lleher  (the  Ih.Tian)  and  Erenion  (the  plouffhmanl  may  in.leed  in.iicate  in  lei,'endary 
lansruage  the  twolold  orij,Mn  oi'  the  Ihoro-C.  Itic  trihes.  Such  wor.ly  analogies  may,  how- 
ever, lead  to  devious  and  uncertain  paths.'  Nor,  indeed,  is  it  necessary  to  -to  in  (picst  ot 
this  kind  of  evidence  lor  a  th.'ory  whi.h  has  the  .^  pport  ol'  Latliam,  Figuier,  I)r  IJ.'ddoe, 
Prof.  Huxlev.  ProC.  Rhys,  M.  liro.'a,  M.  (iirard  d.-  Kialle,  M.  Raymond,  I'rol.  Wiiichcll,  H 
Hale  and  others  ol  our  I'oremost  ethnologists.  We  may  conclude,  thereloie,  with  M. 
Raymond,  that  the  earliest  inhabitants  ol'  the  Iberiau  peninsula  were  thi-  Ib.'rians  ;  that 
Irora  their  i'usi.m  with  the  invading  Celts  were  I'ormed  the  Celt-Iberians,  and  that  the 
Basques,  Vascous,  or  Kuscaldunac  ithos.'  who  have  spec,  hi  are  the  purest  extant  type  of 
that  ancient  stock.  Even  if  we  admit  with  M.  Vinson  that  the  theory  thus  formulated 
has  not  been  established  on  an  una  .ilable  scieiititic  basis,  it  may,  at  least,  he  ac.epted 
as  the  best  working  hypothesis  that  has  yet  been  framed. 

I  iind  un.'xpected  conlir-iiation  of  this  hypothesis  in  a  work  which  aiilc<laies  the 
years  of  scientiti-'  philology.  In  a  note  to  the  once  famous  "  Dissertation  sur  I'Origine  des 
Peuples  Celtes  et  sur  leurs  .\nciennes  Demeures,"  of  Jean  Daniel  Schoepllin,  inserted  in 
Vol.  IV  of  Pelloutie'-s  St. 11  more  famous  "  Histoiredes  Celtes,  "  p  '283,  the  author  writes  : 
•'  Even  at  the  present  day  there  are  found  within  the  conlines  of  France,  the  remains  of 
three  ancient  languages  of  Oaul.  The  Bas-Breton  represents  the  an.  lent  Celti.'.  The  Cau- 
tabrian  is  extant,  not  only  in  the  .antonsof  8pain.  formerly  o.-.upied  by  the  C.uitabrians  or 
th.'  an.  ient  Gascons,  but  .-ven  from  th.'  distri.t  of  Soule,  under  Fren.h  domination,  to 
Bayonne,  on  the  c^'e-r  sid.-  of  the  Pyr.'u.'.'s.     The  Fren.h  call  those  who  use  that  language
